tombs of Pharaohs, ‘priceless as 
~antiques. Farouk had looted his 
country’s museums. They discov- 
ered valuable crystal, china, and 
oriental rugs without price. 

And they found, too, the trash 
which revealed the royal mihd— 
stacks of nude paintings by sec- 
ond-rate artists of his country, of 
Italy and of France. 

And, side by side with all ‘the 
pomp of the palace splendor were 
huge quantities of ten cent comic 
books and magazines, of the 
smutty Sort which pander to the 
taste of those who¥#like porno- 
graphic sewage. He was a king 
noted for his lust. 


Items 


There were other items. The 
king owned most of the best land 
in Egypt, which means he~ had 
the choice of acres in the rich 
Nile delta. 

On that land, as elsewhere in 
Egypt, were diseased and illiter- 
ate. peasants, 
erations of uneducated, under- 
nourished parents. Their- lives 
are lived out in squalor and mis- 
ery. . 

From his 20.000 acres. of the 
fabulous delta Farouk took an in- 
come which averaged $1,250,000 
annually. From other estates, in 
which he was partner with some 
of his friends; he received an in- 
come which was around $500,000 
each vear. So, from the poverty- 
ridden tenants on his lands- he 
obtained yearly almost $2,000,000. 

He also profited in the com- 
modity and stock markets, al- 
wavs sure of a profit, since to al- 
low the king to lose money would 
have been undiplomatic, and, \ac- 
tually, unsafe. Shrewd promoters 
always cut the king in on any 
wildcat scheme and saw that they 
and he won—while others lost. 
Losers dared not complain. | 

Farouk also was in on the deal 
of the ruling. group which sold 
faulty guns and ammunition to 
his own army—which lost a war 
With Israel. There are many 
widows and orphans in Egypt 
whose husbands and fathers died 
because of corruption which en- 
riched the depraved monarch. 

And vet—of all the middle-east- 
ern Arabic nations (save Israel) 
Egvpt was the most advanced, 
no more corrupt than others, and 
exploited its own people no more 
cruelly. 


Challenge 


Americans understandably have 
difficulty realizing that three of 
every four babies born on gir 
-earth will most likely never have 
enough food: many will not sur- 
vive infancy (in some countries 
the ratio is 50 survivals past 10 
years (of age in each. 1,000 
born); many will never live ina 
house with a floor; will never 
learn to read or write, and will 
work all their lives for a land- 
lord (of the Farouk type) who 
will take from one-third to 100 
per cent of the value of their 
‘Jand in ‘annual rental. 

These people have awakened to 
the fact that misery and hunger 
are not necessarily their only re- 
ward from life: 

The Communists were quick to 
see this. They -have fostered it. 
It has been this which has en- 
abled them to organize national- 
ist movements and supply them. 
The people involved naturally lis- 
_ ten most to those who advance a 
program which will erase such 
evils as the Farouk type of land- 
lordism. 

Communism is a_ missionary 
type of force, backed by dedica- 
ed. fanatically zealous converts. 
It has a carefully selected ‘‘line’’ 
for each area in which: it works. 
In the Orient, Asia and the Mid- 
@e East it offers land reform— 
and it hits backward people hard 
and effectively because it is di- 
rect. It promises to eliminate the 
landlord and divide the land. 
That's easy for a man to under- 
stand. —

The trumped-up confessions, gained 
through hours of é¢orture that broke 
whatever spirit the accused officials had, 
are meaningless. 

We, of course, have no sympathy for 
the officials themselves. They were 
Communists and had served the Com- 
munist conspiracy. They had dealt in 
terror and torture in their time. We 
have no objection to the fate that has 
befallen them. They had sold their 
nation and their people down the river 
of tyranny. There is a_kind of ironic 
justice in the fact that they themselves 
are now the victims of that tyranny. 
They lived by the sword and now per- 
ish by the sword. 

However, nothing better illustrates 
the. true nature of communism than 
these trials and the mockery of justice 
and human decency thev reveal. Al- 
though we feel no sympathy for these 
victims. we can only shudder at the mil- 
lions of innocents caught in the same 
web of brutality and fear.

They Murdered Wilson 
With Their Ridicule 


In his engaging biography of his fa- 
ther, Jan Christian Smuts, the great 
South African statesman who played 
such an important part’in world his- 
tory, J. C. Smuts gives some of this 
world leader’s opinions about important 
people with whom he worked during 
those troublous. years. 

One person dealt with at length is 
Woodrow Wilson, the American presi- 
dent who was crucified by his own 
country and who died in defeat and dis- 
illusion. 

“My father thought Wilson’ a a greater 
man than Lincoln,” Smuts writes. “Lin- 
coln, he said, was a luckier man, how- 
ever, for after four years of a poorly 
directed war against the South, censute 
was averted from him by_an assassin’s 
bullet and his memory has grown ever 
greater, while, at the time. the-oppro- 
brium fell on poor Grant. There was no 
‘assassin in Wilson’s case. He had to bear 
the mistakes of: the (peace) conference 
himself and it broke Mim.”

“Only Wilson could have put through 
the League and did. The other statesmen 
weren’t concerned about the League ex- 
cept as an instrument for their own ends 
—that is to say, their country’s ends. 
Wilson put the League above this greedy 
squabbling. It was for the League he 
compromised on other things. And then 
everyone fastened on these small sur- 
renders. 

“The truth is, America wanted a rea- 
son for denying Wilson. The world 
wanted a scapegoat. At that opportune 
moment, Keynes brought out his Eco- 
nomic Consequences of the Peace. There 
were a few pages akhout Wilson in it 
which exactly suited the politics of 
America and the world’s mood. When 
I encouraged Keynes to write that book, 
I knew his views about the statesmen at 
Paris. But I did not expect a personal 
note in his book, I did not expect him 
to turn Wilson into a figure of fun. 

“These few pages about. Wilson in 
Keynes’ book made an Aunt Sally of the 
noblest figure—perhaps the only noble 
figure—ih the history of the war and 
they led a fashion against Wilson that 
was adopted by the Intelligentsia of the 
day and is not yet past—the Intelligent- 
sia (not the Intellectuals)—the people 
who, admiring their own cleverness, de- 
real thought, real

wisdom. 

The enemies of Woodrow Wilson suc- 
ceeded. His ideals and principles were 
rejected. Nationalism and isolationism 
led the world down the roac ‘o 1939 and 
World War II. From the wreckage of the 
League, we have come forward into the 
second half century with a new effort in 
world co-operation: And there are 
those who hope and work todav for its 
failure as they did to destroy the great 
work of Wilson at Versailles.

There’s Still Strength 
In the British Lion 


For the first time since 1932, the 
prime ministers of the British Common- 
wealth nations are meeting in London to 
talk over mutual economic and other 
problems. From their meeting should 
come decisions that will not only affect 
the security of the empire, but the sta- 
-bility of the world as well. 

For one thing, the ties binding the 
Commonwealth together have under- 
gone drastic changes since the last meet- 
ing. The strains of war and upheavals 
of government make it necessary to find 
new approaches to common problems 
if the ties are to hold. The vast net- 
work of peoples and the economic rela- 
tionships between them is unique in 
world history. No longer can they be 

econciled with military power; their 
, ie must be voluntary and enforced vol- 
untarily for the common good. 

In the postwar world we have relied 
upon the British Commonwealth’s sup- 
port in attempting to bring some sem- 
blance of order into’a world where the 
old power balances -have_ been shat- 
tered. Although considerably weakened 
through two world wars, the British still 
remain our. stanchest ally. Culturally, 
economically and politically ‘the kinship 
of the two systems. binds them. , In the 


> battle with Communist aggression they 


will hold or fall together. 

There is something comforting about 
the London meeting. We hope it her- 
alds renewed vigor.and recovery for the 
British Commonwealth and its system 
of voluntary co-operation for strength 
of the whole. . 

ft certainly reminds us all that al- 
though battered and weakened, there is 
considerable strength left in the British 
Lion. Although in the. leadership .of 
the West, Britain has become a “jun- 
jor” to the United States, it is nice to 
know, as Churchill phrases it, she is not

There the human 
element must be encountered and dealt with 
daily, expressing itself in differences over 
policy that must be compromised, and in ruf- 
fled personal feelings of the often-tempera- 
mental prima donnas, whether congressional 
leaders or cabinet and agency heads. 


The staff that works directly for the Presi- 
dent has, in the last few years, spilled over 
all the remodeled and expanded executive 
office, itself, into the basement of the White 
House proper, the mansion and across the 
street into the big building with its ba- 
roque, gingerbread architecture which housed 
both the State and War departments not so

In addition to these two, Gov. Douglas 
McKay of Oregon, who has been picked for 
Secretary of Interior, was closely associated 
with Dewey in the resolution engineered 
through the governor’s conference at Hous- 
ton, Texas, last: June, which strongly de- 
nounced Taft in connection with the Texas 
del*gate contest. It was the Texas steal 
charge that cost the Ohio senator the Re- 
publican nomination. Naturally, he still 
feels very bitter about it. 

Then there is the designation of ‘Gov. 
Sherman Adams of New Hampshire as White 
House co-ordinator and a sort of glorified 
assistant to the President. 

This adds up to four major appointments 
on the cabinet level all coming from the 
anti-Taft division of the party. At the time 
this was written, with Commerce and Labor 
still to be filled, only one man recommended 
by Taft had been named. That was Ezra 
Taft Benson of Utah as Secretary of Agri- 
culture. 

It might be mentioned also that another 
leading Taft foe, former Gov. Harold-Stassen 
of Minnesota, has been selected as Mutual 
Security Administrator, 
under the new administration.

The talk was so well presented and the 
arguments for driver training so forcefully 
stated that no doubt remained of the need 
for driver education in all schools. The ef- 
fectiveness of Colonel Burke’s talk could

Fifty thousand people saw a football game in Athens 
Saturday afternoon. Add a few. years and multiply by 
imagination, and eventually 150,000 will claim to have been 
there that day. Both those who were and those with the 
imagination will remember that Chappell (One-Play) Rhino, 
the little Frenchman, came off the bench to throw the win- 
ning touchdown pass. 

But a very small percentage will ever know the mental exercise 
that went into this powerful struggle of football machines from the 
Georgia Tech side of the field.

He has heen board chairman of 
the Chase National Bank 
1934, and is a former president of 
the International Cif&mber of Com- 
merce. 


HARVARD MAN 

The new ambassador-designate 
was graduated from Harvard. Uni- 
versity in 1907 and took his law 
degree there three years later. He 
was admitted to the New York 
state bar in 1912 and practiced law 
until 1929 when he became presi- 
dent of the Equitable ‘Trust Com- 
pany of New York. When Equita- 
ble Trust merged with the Chase 
National Bank in‘ 1930 Aldrich be- 
came president of the new finan- 
cial house. 

In 1933, early in the New Deal, 
he caused something of a stir in 
Wall ‘Street by advocating internal 
reforms in the financial communi- 
tv. He then issued a_ statement 
calling for the complete separation 
of security-selling affiliates from 
all banks, including private banks. 
In November, 1933, he suggested 
additional reforms®s a witness be- 
fore the Senate banking and cur- 
rency committee. 

Aldrich hacked the Marshall 
Plan and said its success depended 
in. part on the reconstruction of 
means of production 
Germany. In March, 1946, he 
urged extensive Aid to Britain 
‘when he told the U. S. Senate: 

“The sum may be large, but the 
problem is large, and we must 
show courage in its solution.” _ 

Britain subsequently received an 
American loan of $3,750,000.000. 

On Dec. 7, 1916, Aldrich married 
Harriet Alexander, daughter ‘of a 
railroad magnate. Their children 
include four married daughters and 
a .son, Alexander. Between 1940 
and 1943 Aldrich was president of 
the British War Relief Society in 
this country. The banker is an en- 
thusiastie yachtsman who managed 
the New York Yacht Club syndi- 
cate that built the America’s cup 
defender ‘‘Enterprise.”’

As pointed out by this nutri- 
tion authority, ‘‘Inability to stay 
on a reducing diet used to safe- 
guard most people from perma- 
nently injuring their health by 
long periods on grossly inade- 
quate diets. With the new psy- 
chological approach we can no 
longer depend on this safeguard. 
By understanding some of their 
emotional problems, overweights 
mav now be able to stay on dan- 
gerous diets long enough to do 
permanent damage to. their 
health.”’ 

It amounts to this... Once an 
overweight understands what is 
hack of her urge to be continual- 
lv eating, she’s rid of the mental 
hlocks and is then-able to stay 
with her diet—good or bad. And 
as our. nutritional! authority 
stressed, a diet woefully lacking 
in essential nutrients can stir 
up fresh emotional disturbances 


by lowering vitality and morale.¢ 


Deriding all freak and faddy 
fare, Dr. Leverton termed them 
“‘merry-go-round' diets’ that 
lead to hidden _ and_ hollow 
hunger and lowered vitality, or 
to a resumption of the old, fat- 
tening food habits and a prompt 
return to overweight. Second 
verse same as the first. 

Slimming menus must he 
planned around the same protec- 
live foods that maintain healthy 
normal weight. Only the calories 
» . . not the essential nutrients 
» - . are cut. below the daily 
needs, 

Reducers, this is what a pro- 
tective low-calorie diet will do, 
as emphasized by Dr. Leverton, 
who is in Human Nutrition Re- 
search at the University of Ne- 
braska: ‘‘A protective low-cal- 
orie diet improves health, substi- 
tutes good food habits for faulty 
ones and gives a sense of physi- 
cal contentment without excess 
food.”’ ‘

STUDY BY EXPERTS | 
A committee of experts which 
has been studying this question has 
proposed, it is reported, a tax of 
.6 to .8 per cent of gross revenues. 
West Germany, the most impor- 


tant producer of ‘both steel and 
coal, would thus be expected to 
pay the greatest share of commu- 
nity expenses. A French economic 
journal has estimated West Ger- 
many’s share of expenses at 40 
per cent of the total. What the 

total will be is not yet known 
Another problem on the agenda 
is almost ‘certain to be left un- 
finished for another session—dis- 
cussion of the treaty’s trustbusting 
provisions.

Sunday Sales ‘Spending of 103 Million 


Red Cross

lov. 30—The American Red Cross and 


its 3,727 chapters spent $103,605,782 in the fiscal year ended 
June 30, 1952, E. Roland Harriman, national president, re- 


ported today. 
The largest single item of total 
expenditures went for the organi- 


zation’s. services to members of 
the armed forces and to veterans. 
In dealing with 2,350,000 cases re- 
quiring service in personal and 
family problems, including finan- 
cial aid, the Red Cross spent $38.- 
116,276, or about 37 per cent of 
all its expenditures. 


Of the total for aid to service 
personnel, $19,743,750 was spent by 
the national organization and $18.- 
372,526 by ehapters. 


COSTLY YEAR 

Moreover, Harriman reported, 
the period ended June 30 was 
the most costly disaster vear for 
the organization since 1937. Dis- 
aster expenditures were $21,100.- 
445, or 20 per cent of total spend- 
ing. Some 32,000 families needed 
Red Cross help in 300 emergency 
operations in 45 states and three 
territories, and, continuing § as- 
sistance was required for an ad- 
ditional 27,000 families in’ the 
Kansas - Missouri - Oklahoma-llli- 
nois floods which began in June, 
1951. 


Of the $21,100,445, the national 
Organization spent $19,149,590 and 
‘chapters $1,950,855, primarily for 


disaster preparedness measures, 
The Red Cross blood program 
cost $11,358,375. Under the pro- 
gram, 4.681.500 pints of blood for 
civilian use were collected together 
with 2,439,700 pints for the Armed 


Forces from over 2,500,000 donors. 


CIVILIAN BLOOD NEEDS 


Harriman reported that the bulk 
of the spending for the blood pro- 
gram went for meeting civilian 
needs across the country and for 
part of the expense of collecting 
hlood for the military. He said the 
major expense of blood collecting 
for the Armed Forces was borne 
by the government. 

For planning and administering 
the Red Cross program of services 
and activities, the national organ 
ization spent $2,174,518 and chap- 
ters $8,083,170. 

For the organization's public in 
formation program to inform the 
American people what Red Cross 
services are available to them and 
to recruit volunteers and students, 
national headquarters spent $846, 
292 and chapters, $927,617. 

To make millions of Americans 
happier and safer, Harriman said 
his organization spent $6,398,995 
for its program of encouraging 
training in first aid, water safety 
and nursing skills.
